REMARKS 

Claims 13-18, 20-22, and 25 are all of the pending claims. Claims 13 and 20 are 
independent claims. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. S 102 and 103 

Claims 13-16, 18, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 

by Williams (US 5,042,1 19). 

Claims 17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Williams. 

These rejections are moot in view of the amendment made to independent claim 13. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Independent combination claim 25 is allowed. 

The Examiner has indicated that dependent claim 19 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. In response, Applicant has added the recitations of the broader ranges of 
claim 19 to independent claim 13. In view of this amendment, Applicant believes that this 
application is in condition for immediate allowance.
